Bear Mr. Capers, 

decause I think - know a little more about Grambling than tiiat everyone in tliis 
area loves ^oug Williams , in addition to responding to your letter of the *pth 1*11 
volunteer a bit about the books on the sane subject as mine, x'll also volunteer some 
information on the chance it nay be of interest to the professor w}io told you about me. 



I enclose a list of our books. The discounts are, with one exception, 1-3, 25> a ; 

4-6, 30, jf IW 35 /°t 10 or more, 4UfrJ, plus actual shipping Charges. The exception is the 
first of the V/hitewash series. We have to get ^25. 00 for it. I am 77 years old, have 
been in impaired health for years, and although the book still seils well, I an not 
able to pliysically handle a regular printing and what tiiat would require where we store 
the books. I keep it available by means of a high-quality, actual-size xerox in v/hich 
the text is as cle£r and legible as in the printed book. Which, I add, was the first 
on the subject and remains a basic one. 

Unlike almost all the other books on the assassination of President Kennedy and 
its investigations , nine do not theorize wlio did it. While I have brought to light most 
of what is known and is factual about the assassination, my work is a rat&er large ex- 
amination of how the basic institutions of our society worked in tiiat time of greut 
stress mid since then. The actiudLity is, hard as it may seem to believe, tiiat the crime 
itself was never investigated officially, including by Jim Garrison, and thus there are 
no real loads for private investigators and researchers to follow. Without a single ex- 
ception of which I am awure, all tlio books tiiat theorize who did it or pretend to solve 
the crime are seriously Hawed and thus deceive and mislead the reader. Especially the 
younger ones, like students, more so if their instructors are conspiracy theorists. 

Tliese comments apply also tte the assassination of ~*r. “ing. «.fter my book 
appeared b became James Earl Hay's investigator, bulietfy^fcliat if v/e could make the system 
of yustico work we might learn what actually happened, how and why. I conducted the in- 
vestigation for the successful habeas corpus proceeding, by means of which we got liiu an 
evidentiary hearing, whoch was to determine whether or not ho could get what he lias not 
hau, a trial. I then conducted the investigation for the two weeks of evidentiary hearing 
in i'iemphis . 



I was one of the first to make extensive and vigorous use of the Freedom of infor- 
mation «tot. Congress anemjLid the investigatory files exemption over one of my earliest 
suits, thus for the x'irst time opening thosfe' the FBI and CIA. as a result", before my 
health reverses forced me to slow up, I've gStten and make freely available to anyone 
about a third of a million pages of government records, mostly the Foil's, tiiat wore 
previously withheld. Aside from my own work product I also have the transcripts of the 
day hearing, the decision, etc. I mention these tilings on the chance it may be of in- 
terest to the professor you refer to or other numbers of tlie faculty. Everything I have 
will become a public archive, with no restrictions on access, at local H>od College, where 
some now is, in the library. Thu history professor* who knows most about it is Dr. u orald 
*i<^night. Based on the FBI's files on tin.- Iieuphi3 imitation Workers strike and the group 
of young blackiwho called themselves "The Invaders" he has published several articles in 
The 5outh Atlantic quarterly and with some use of these files and based on what he has 
gotten about the narch on Washington, Fsl codename "Pocam" , contraction of poor Peoples 
Wunpiagn, he lias begun a book on it. Over the years several of his students have done 
honors papers on the King files 1 refer to above. What I regard as the best was done by
